PROF GATHERED DOCUMENTS OVER 45-YEAR PERIOD 

Rare marine research data 
available on new website

UVic Archives has launched a new 
website providing access to UVic’s 
valuable collections documenting 
research in marine environmental 
science at coastal and island sites 
subject to environmental stresses. 

The UVic Marine Environmental 
Science Collections materials are of 
interest to environmental research¬ 
ers and consultants, governments 
and regulatory agencies, citizen 
groups, students, and industry. They 
include more than 5 metres of 
shelved documents and over 5,000 
photographs. 

“This collection is of significant 
value to researchers internation¬ 
ally,’’ says retired biology professor 
Dr. Derek Ellis. “It includes many 
rare and unique documents from 
government and industry in North 
America, the South Pacific, and 
Southeast Asia, that would other¬ 
wise be unobtainable. I know of no 
other similar website in this field.” 

The site (http:/uviclib.uvic.ca/ 
archives/mesc/home.html) 
includes an introduction, catalogue 


and selected photographs. 

The acquisition of the collections 
was initiated by Ellis, who donated 
the marine environmental science 
documents he gathered over a 45- 
year period. Throughout his career, 
Ellis was active in research on 
marine environmental impact and 
the recovery of marine ecosystems. 

At present, the website includes, 
among other materials, descriptions 
of the collections (called “fonds”) of 
Ellis and another retired UVic 
biology professor, Dr. Alan Austin. 
(The term “fonds” refers to all the 
documents, regardless of form or 
medium, that have been created, 
accumulated and used by an 
individual or organization in the 
course of their activities.) The Ellis 
and Austin fonds consist of letters, 
maps, photographs, research project 
files, and bibliographies. 

Austin, a specialist in marine and 
freshwater algae, was involved in a 
substantial pre-utilisation survey of 
the seaweed along BC coastal 
waters. He produced detailed 


vegatation maps and his data were 
used by the BC Commercial Fisheries 
Branch (later the Ministry of the 
Environment) to assess the feasibil¬ 
ity of commercially harvesting 
British Columbia’s rich marine 
resources. 

The collection also includes 
limited distribution documents 
difficult to access through other 
sources. These include rare materials 
pertaining to coastal and island 
mines (1954-1997), primarily 
government and industry documents 
from around the world, which were 
released to the public domain but in 
very small numbers. There are also 
materials on pulp and paper mills 
(1964-1989); mercury contamination, 
mostly the Minatamata, Japan 
catastrophe (1960-1993); and Victoria 
sewage (1962-1994). The Victoria 
sewage collection documents the 
original marine environmental 
monitoring of the effects of sewage 
discharged to the sea in the Victoria 
area.

The UVic Vikes men’s cross-country 
team won its fourth consecutive 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic 
Union (CIAU) title Nov. 8 beating out 
the University of Western Ontario 
and the University of Windsor at 
the Thames Valley Golf Course in 
London, Ontario. The Vikes are the 
first team to take the title four 
consecutive times. Graham 
Cocksedge, the only Vike to be on all 
four championship teams, won the 
individual bronze medal while 
teammate, Canada West Athlete of 
the Week, Jim Finlayson, won the 
silver medal. Both men were named 
to the first team All Canadians. 

Vikes coach Brent Fougner was 
named CIAU coach of the year. 

The Vikes’ victory was the 34th 
national title for UVic which 
celebrates its 34th anniversary this 
year, giving the University the 
honour of averaging a title a year 
since its inception in 1963. 

The Vikes women’s cross-country 
team finished fourth at the national 
championships. Barb Brych was 
named to the second team All 
Canadians, a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment considering she is still 
recovering from a broken ankle 
suffered in a motorcycle accident.

McDougall, a trombone player 
and faculty member with the School 
of Music since 1989, has been 
playing with pianist Ron Johnston 
and guitarist Oliver Gannon for 30 
years. Bass player Andre Lachance 
joined the quartet a year ago. With 
the exception of McDougall, all live 
in Vancouver which means they 
don’t play together “often enough” 
says McDougall although “we’re 
prepared to play anytime.” 

The quartet’s upcoming perform¬ 
ance will feature traditional and 
mainstream numbers “that most jazz 
fans are familiar with,” says 
McDougall. “There will be some 
swing and be-bop. There’s going to 
be a fair amount of commentary 
too. All of us are willing to answer 
questions.” 


Last year the quartet travelled to 
Cork, Ireland to perform at the 
renowned Guinness Jazz Festival, 
following up with a series of 
concerts and workshops in the 
United Kingdom. This summer their 
busy itinerary included the Mon¬ 
treal Jazz Festival. The quartet’s 
current CD “The Warmth of the 
Horn” (on Concord Jazz) continues 
to be praised by music critics from 
coast to coast. 

Born in Calgary, but raised in 
Victoria, McDougall left the West 
Coast when he was 20 to perform 
jazz throughout Canada and the 
United Kingdom. He returned to 
Victoria 30 years later to teach a 
new generation of jazz players about 
the enduring form of music that 
retains a loyal following in face of 
the juggernaut of the pop music 
industry.

Jack Hodgins has some explaining 
to do as he stands before a group of 
European academics gathered this 
weekend (Nov. 13-15) at the Univer¬ 
sity of Strasbourg in France to 
dissect the “invented traditions” of 
Canadian, Irish and Scottish 
literature. 

Hodgins—UVic writing professor 
and author of Spit Delaney’s Island, 
The Invention of the World and an 
upcoming novel set in a pioneer 
community of Canadian World War 
One veterans—is the lone writer 
addressing the three-day conference 
which features papers on his work 
as well as that of Margaret Atwood, 
Timothy Findley and Trainspotting 
author Irvine Welsh, among others. 

. The conference focuses on the 
differences between traditional 
literature and the stories created 
outside the so-called centres of the 
literary world. 

But Hodgins says a writer’s 
nationality is never as important as 
the presentation of the story’s 
characters. 

“I could not write about my 
characters if I didn’t believe that 
they, like the real people around 
me, live at the centre of their/my 
universe, with much in common 
with people everywhere,” Hodgins 
said before leaving for France. “1 
will of course, in passing, make 
reference to the fact that the topic 
is very Euro-centric.” 


In early 1998, material on 
tributyltin contamination (vessel 
anti-fouling paints), and West Coast 
and Arctic seabed biodiversity will 
be added and the mining section 
will be expanded.

Hodgins will talk and give short 
readings from his novel-in-progress 
to explain how research, memory 
and imagination drive the writing 
process and how it relates to the 
conference theme. 

The Strasbourg conference is 
another indication of the growing 
appetite for Canadian literature in 
Europe. Hodgins and fellow Writing 
faculty member Lorna Crozier were 
among 10 Canadian writers feted by 
the French Ministry of Culture’s “Les 
Belles Etrangeres” last year. Profes¬ 
sors W.D. Valgardson and Margaret 
Hollingsworth also make occasional 
trips overseas as guests of reading 
festivals and conferences. 

Hodgins feels conferences that 
place a writer’s work under the 
academic microscope offer a special 
kind of feedback, particularly at 
European events. 

“A professor told me after I’d 
done a reading to close a confer¬ 
ence, ‘You were a living reminder of 
what this whole thing has been 
about.’ When I go to these things I 
tend to think of myself as ‘exhibit A 
or B’ or whatever,” Hodgins said. “It’s 
gratifying to meet and talk with 
critics who take your work so very 
seriously and with such enthusi¬ 
asm—and in a manner that strikes 
me as very different from anything 
you get at home in Canada, or even 
in my favourite ‘cousin’ country 
Australia.”

The Faculty of Education kicked 
off a week of celebrations Nov. 3 
by honouring three distinguished 
alumni from among the ranks of 
graduates of the UVic faculty of 
Education and its predecessor, the 
Victoria Provincial Normal School. 
Selected as the first recipients of 
the annual distinguished alumni 
award were Dr. Norma Mickelson, 
Dr. Alison Preece, and Dr. Sam Lim. 

Mickleson, currently serving as 
the first woman Chancellor of 
UVic, attended the Normal School, 
where she received the Denton 
Memorial Award as the leading 
graduate.

Book explores unfamiliar sexual topic

There’s little about human sexuality 
that hasn’t been discussed, exploited, 
examined or revealed in tabloid 
newspapers or breathless tabloid TV 
interviews. But in spite of this 
media overload, little attention has 
been paid to a small, but significent, 
segment of the population who 
were born female but choose to live 
as males. Dr. Holly Devor (Sociology) 
puts an end to that with her new 
book FTM: Female-to-Male Trans¬ 
sexuals in Society. Devor says its 
700-plus pages were needed to fully 
explore the deeply emotional 
personal stories of the people 
behind her research. 

“At the same time as the book is 
empirically and theoretically 
rigorous, the people’s stories make it 
read somewhere between a novel 
and a soap opera,” says Devor, an 
internationally-recognized scholar 
on gender issues. “There’s a lot of 
emotion in these stories. The book 
does not have a dispassionate point 
of view, nor is it voyeuristic or 
harsh. It’s a very sympathetic 
account.” 

Devor says the only commonality 
among all the FTMs that she 
interviewed was “that their life 
would be unbearable” without a 
gender shift. While most welcome 
hormone therapy, mastectomies and 
Upper body reconstruction, 80 per 
cent of FTMs do not have genital 
surgery. Some elect to have no 
surgical procedures at all; others 
prefer more minor surgeries. 

“Sex is between the legs; gender 


is between the ears,” says Devor, as 
an expedient way of explaining the 
sometimes confusing lexicon of 
gender studies. “Transsexuals are 
people interested in changing their 
primary sex status. They want to 
transform their bodies as completely 
as possible. Transgendered is a 
broader term. It may or may not 
include physical alteration. It may 


include a temporary choice of 
gender change.” 

All these choices are included in 
FTM, the first book to cover the 
subject so thoroughly. “It’s a 
professional, analytical and theoreti¬ 
cal look and it’s very much in the 
words of the people themselves,” 
says Devor. “There is nothing else 
like it in this area.” While FTM 


doesn’t examine in detail the 
medical and legal implications of 
transsexuality and transgenderism, 
the book does examine the lives of 
its subjects both before and after 
their choice to live as males. 

“They discuss how different the 
world is for women and men,” says 
Devor. “They talk about the differ¬ 
ences in how they are perceived and 
the assumptions now made about 
them.” 

Often this is one journey to self- 
awareness that is not embraced by 
feminists. “It’s been a long haul to 
get them to accept transsexual and 
transgendered people,” says Devor. 
“Some feminists regard gender 
change as taking the easy way out. 
They feel that in a sexist society, 
you should stay as you are and 
fight. However, the tide seems to 
have now turned. Feminists are 
increasingly forming coalitions with 
transgendered and transsexual 
activists.” 

The relatively low profile of 
FTMs didn’t impede Devor’s study 
and left her relatively free of 
academic criticism. “It’s [FTM 
research] regarded as a curiosity 
and, overall, that’s been an advan¬ 
tage.” 

Because FTMs tend to be 
“invisible” in society, their numbers 
are considered to be low, “but now 
it’s believed that the number of 
FTMs are equal to that of male-to- 
female transsexuals and 
transgendered. “My book, FTM, is 
about what it’s like to live this life.”

Enrolment up and down 

First-year enrolment is down but overall enrolment at UVic is up once 
again according to Oct. 31 winter session registration figures compiled by 
Records Services. The overall headcount is 17,519, up 2.1 per cent over last 
year. The undergraduate headcount is 15,327, up 1.6 per cent over last 
year’s 15,083 total and the graduate headcount is 2,192, up 5.9 per cent. 

First year undergraduate enrolment is 2,675, down 4.2 per cent from 
last year. At 3,343, second year enrolment is down 1.1 per cent but third 
year enrolment of 3,875 (up 8.7 per cent) and four-year enrolment of 3,651 
(up 2.8 per cent) reflects the record-setting first year enrolments of three 
and four years ago.

Safety 

before 

shrubbery 

The grounds division of facilities 
management is undertaking a 
program of pruning and/or 
removal of ornamental material in 
many areas of the campus to allow 
better light distribution, eliminate 
hiding areas near pathways and to 
give the grounds a more open and 
parklike appearance, reports Tony 
James, grounds manager. 

“We have already embarked on 
some of this work, noticeably at 
the Residences and McKinnon,” says 
James. 

This work may necessitate the 
removal of some trees mainly 
evergreens such as planted cedar 
and pine. In other areas large 
shrubs such as laurel may be 
severely cut back or a quantity 
removed completely However, this 
work will not involve any native 
material or any fully mature trees, 
James says. 

The grounds division has 
become the victim of its own 
success in that most trees and 
shrubs have flourished and far 
outgrown their original purpose- 
for example, cedars which were 
planted on berms to screen parking 
lots have grown together to 
become a thicket overshadowing 
walks and blocking light. “Selective 
thinning will solve the problems 
and still leave the grass and trees 
concept for which this campus is 
known,’"says James. 
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A rainy loonie lay-in 

It rained more than loonies around the University fountain on Nov. 3, 
but members of the Engineering Students Society (ESS) didn't let steady 
precipitation keep them from laying down loonies for the United Way 
The ingenious students simply stuck the coins on double-sided tape 
before laying them around the fountain. The ESS collected 2,329 loonies 
to lead the individual groups contributing towards the event. Camosun 
College collected 1,244 coins and Oak Bay High School brought 1,000 
loonies. When other student groups and department collections were 
counted UVic raised a total of 6,672 loonies—averaging 62 cents per 
undergraduate student. Camosun’s total represented 22 cents per 
student, so UVic retained Lord Loonie’s trophy for another year. 


HUMANITIES COLLOQUIUM 


Humanities and computers: 
friends or foes?

Questions of the relationship 
between information technology 
and the humanities were explored 
Oct. 31 during the second collo¬ 
quium in the series “Memory, 
Communication and Value: Consid¬ 
ering the Humanities,” sponsored by 
the Vice-President Academic and 
Provost and the Humanities Centre. 
Participants in the panel discussion 
were Drs. John Lutz (History), Wolf- 
Michael Roth (Education), Elizabeth 
Grove-White (English) and Randall 
Jones, Professor of German and 
former Dean of Humanities at 
Brigham Young University. 

Lutz stressed that the humani¬ 
ties have not yet harnessed the full 
capabilities of new information 
technology. “The humanities 
fetishize print materials,” he said. 
“We should embrace technologies 
beyond the book. No one should 
graduate in the humanities without 
the ability to analyze print, film, 
and video artifacts.” 

The humanities have had an 
anti-technological bias, but 
technology and human values do 
not necessarily clash, Lutz claimed. 
He described technologies as not 
neutral, however, but as having 
politics and values embedded in 
them. He urged that humanists, as 
scholars trained in critical analysis, 
should help guide technology. 

Roth analyzed the introduction 
of a new technology into a 
community, describing the effects of 
providing glue guns to a fourth- 
grade science class building 
architectural models. He traced the 
rapid development of a culture of 
glue gun users, illustrating how the 
power of a technology depends 
upon its social and cultural context.

He stressed the complexity of 
interactions that determine whether 
a new technology becomes success¬ 
ful, and that “the technology’s 
trajectory cannot be predicted by 
any set of its social conditions.” 

Roth urged that people become 
“socio-techno-sophs” rather than 
technophobes; that they appreciate 
the interconnectedness of technol¬ 
ogy and society and learn to use 
technology rather than be used by 
it. 

Grove-White took a historical 
view of information technologies, 
remarking that they both shape and 
are shaped by social structures. She 
said that over the past 2,000 years 
we’ve seen a succession of informa¬ 
tion technologies, and that the 
transition from oral to print culture, 
for example, is still being worked 
out as our notions of text, reading 
and writing change. She cautioned 
that the history of new information 
technologies is linked very closely 
to that of knowledge centres such as 
the monastery and the university. 
She related having walked among 
the ruins of a thousand-year-old 
bardic school in Ireland the previous 
week and stressed the point that 
knowledge centres can and do fall 
into disuse. Grove-White argued that 
hypermedia—which includes text, 
sound and visual images, is 
nonsequential, collaborative, 
interactive and not fixed—represents 
a new and very powerful informa¬ 
tion technology that challenges the 
limitations of critical analysis 


developed for dealing with texts 
alone. She also raised the possibility 
that the distributive power of new 
information technologies may lead 
to the end of the university as a 
physical location. 

Jones reiterated the view that 
the challenge of new technology is 
to use it meaningfully in one’s work 
rather than be used by it, and he 
raised the question of how to 
understand the vastly expanded 
amount of information made 
available by computer networks.

THIRD BOOK BY RAILROAD DEVOTEE 


Baird publishes book 
on B.C. railroad stations

When Ian Baird is not managing the 
microforms collection in the 
McPherson basement, he’s likely to be 
riding the rails or otherwise research¬ 
ing the romance of railroading. His 
third book, An Historical Guide to 
Canadian Pacific Railway Stations 
in British Columbia, has just been 
published by Heritage Architectural 
Guides (Victoria), with a preface by 
Martin Segger, Director and Curator of 
UVic's Maltwood Art Museum and 
Gallery 

This book greatly expands the 
scope of his former book, Canadian 
Pacific Railway Stations in British 
Columbia, with additional photo¬ 
graphs and more current information. 
It is organized geographically, and 
presents 100 pages and an equal 
number of photos from a variety of 
sources, documenting the history and 
current status of the stations. 

“Most of the stations on Vancouver 
Island still stand,” says Baird. “But 



most on the mainland have been 
demolished.” The book incorporates a 
decade of research gathered in 
archives and on trips criss-crossing 
the province, visiting local museums 
and even dropping in on seniors’ 
groups to gather memories from those 
whose lives have been touched by the 
railroads.

AT SENATE 


Canada’s only grad Child & 
Youth Care program approved

At its regular meeting on Nov. 5 
the UVic Senate approved the 
establishment of a new MA 
program in the School of Child 
and Youth Care. Currently, there 
are no specific graduate degree 
programs in child and youth care 
offered in Canada. For the past 
10 years, the UVic School has 
offered master’s and doctoral 
degrees by special arrangement 
only. The new degree program 
was developed in consultation 
with practitioners, employers, 
child and youth care graduates 
and faculty in allied provincial 
education programs. The pro¬ 
gram will feature a flexible 
delivery model using a combina¬ 
tion of off-campus and summer 
institute courses to enable 
practitioners working in the field 
to participate, and all courses 
will be available in a distance 
education format. The program is 
designed to be financially self- 
supporting, with a steady state of 


25 students pursuing course 
work and 25 completing thesis or 
project work. 

Guidelines for participation 
in international acitivity 

Senate also approved revisions to 
guidelines for participation in 
international activity prepared by 
UVic International Liaison 
Officer Dr. John Schofield. In 
June this year, the Board of 
Governors discussed principles 
against which proposed UVic 
international activities could be 
judged in order to determine 
whether they are appropriate. 

The board then requested a 
revision of the existing guide¬ 
lines, which had been approved 
by Senate in March 1994, in light 
of the discussion and in consid¬ 
eration of subsequent expansion 
of international activities at 
UVic. The revised guidelines 
specify criteria upon which to 


evaluate international initiatives 
according to the following 
categories: academic issues, 
cultural/social issues, ethical 
issues, legal issues, and financial 
issues. There was much debate 
concerning the wording of 
elements of the section dealing 
with ethical issues, with senators 
moving amendments—one of 
which was passed—intended to 
strengthen the language relating 
to human rights. 

Long wait lists 

In response to a question from a 
student senator on steps the 
University is taking to address 
large wait lists for courses in 
some departments, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Academic and Provost Dr. 
Penny Codding outlined a list of 
problems affecting departments 
across the University caused by 
the goverment-mandated in¬ 
crease in enrolment of nearly 12 
per cent since 1992 accompanied 
by little or no increase in fund¬ 
ing. The list included cuts to 
labs, the loss of graduate pro¬ 
grams due to lack of faculty, the 
loss of optional specializations in 
undergraduate programs, in¬ 
creases in class size, the inability 
to replace faculty members, and 
long wait lists in several facul¬ 
ties. She pointed out that the 
University has allocated more 
than $900,000 this year in 
sessional funding to help address 
needs caused by increased 
enrolments. 

Student senator elected 


Rick Zanatta was elected student 
senator to replace a student who 
resigned last summer. He holds a 
UVic BA in political science and 
is pursuing a BA in sociology.

Play explores grandmother, 
mother, daughter relationship 


Eleemosynary, a touching, sensitive 
play by Lee Blessing about the 
delicate relationships between three 
extraordinary women, opened Nov.
